For  some  it  was  a  challenge, 
the  start  of  the  great  experiences  leading  them  to  a  good  college  and  ful- 
filling career.  For  others  it  meant  a  weeding  out,  a  thinning  of  the  herd.  But 
for  good  or  ill,  high  school  was  the  place  where  most  of  us  grew  up.  Where 
we  learned  about  life:  the  pleasures,  the  pains,  the  passions  and  the  trials.

He  does  this  in  his  home  and  does  not  discuss  it  until  his 
friend  steals  the  paper  and  presents  to  the  girl  in  question.  She  in  turn 
shows  it  to  school  officials  and  the  boy  is  suspended  from  school  and 
embroiled  in  a  legal  debate  that  involves  the  US  District  Court  in  order 
to  get  him  reinstated. 

Where  understanding  and  benevolent  administrators  worked  tirelessly 
in  the  student's  best  interests,  protecting  them  from  undue  influences  and 
ensuring  they  were  able  to  leave  the  educational  system  of  the  country  fully 
capable  of  taking  on  the  world.  Preparing  them  for  the  struggles  ahead  as 
they  became,  leaders  of  men,  winners  of  hearts  and  minds. 
Midland,  TX  -  A  student  at  the  local  high  school  receives  from  a  friend 
a  photo  of  the  married  principal's  car  parked  in  the  driveway  of  a  female 
teacher  s  house  with  whom  he  is  having  a  less-than-secret  affair.  He  is 
confronted  by  the  school  administration  with  demands  for  a  written  apol- 
ogy. The  boy  refuses  and  is  then  suspended  from  school  and  barred  from 
attending  his  graduation  all  the  while  maintaining  the  truth,  he  did  noth- 
ing wrong. 

Where  teachers,  caring,  sensitive  and  well-paid,  instilled  us  with  the 
finest  values,  ethics  and  principles.  Kindly  men  and  women  who,  just  like 
on  that  "Boston  Public"  show,  were  there  as  a  support  group,  confidants,  a 
collection  of  nurturing  caregivers  who  wanted  nothing  more  than  to  see  the 
fruits  of  their  labors  advance  boldly  into  a  future  glorious  with  possibilities. 
Blaine,  WA  -  A  high  school  senior  writes  a  poem  seeking  to  explore  what 
might  be  going  through  the  mind  of  a  student  who  shoots  his  fellow  class- 
mates. He  shows  the  poem  to  his  English  teacher  for  constructive  criti- 
cism. Three  days  later  he  is  investigated  by  police  and  expelled  and  not 
allowed  back  into  school  until  passing  a  psychiatric  screening. 

Where  students  could  achieve  for  themselves  by  using  individuality  and 
creative  thinking.  Where  art  and  culture  were  imprinted  on  our  fertile 
minds,  providing  us  with  the  ability  to  see  things  differently,  to  think  bold- 
ly for  ourselves;  an  ability  which  was  amply  rewarded. 
Leon,  KS  -  Senior  Sarah  Boman,  a  student  artist  at  the  local  high  school, 
displays  a  conceptual  work  which  includes  the  phrase  "I'll  kill  you  all.  " 
as  an  obvious  part  of  the  thoughts  of  a  deranged  person  trying  to  discov- 
er who  had  killed  his  dog.  School  officials  suspend  her  after  perceiving 
this  as  a  threat  of  violence  against  the  school  and  will  only  admit  her 
return  after  she  submits  to  a  mental  health  exam. 

Where  eager  young  minds  could  be  taught  to  question  authority,  with 
the  understanding  that  pride  in  this  great  nation  would  eventually  gain 
ascendance.  Where  it  was  understood  that  every  teen  goes  through  a  peri- 
od of  adjustment  where  they  feel  the  need  to  rebel  and  break  free  from  tra- 
ditional valuesand  made  allowances  for  these  actions,  knowing  they  were 
just  part  and  parcel  of  the  uncertain  times  the  youths  were  going  through. 
Wilkes-Barre,  PA  -  High  school  sophomore  Craig  Paternoster  is  sus- 
pended from  school  for  refusing  to  say  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  and  has 
to  write  a  1, 000  word  essay  explaining  his  refusal  in  order  to  return  to 
school. 


Where  young  people  were  taught  the  value  of  free  expression,  one  of  the 
founding  principles  of  this  wonderful  land  of  ours.  Where  they  could  be 
made  to  understand  the  value  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  and  of  the  unlimited 
power  a  free  press  in  a  free  society  gives  to  this  land  of  liberty. 
Freeport,  NY  -  After  30  years  of  successful  service,  Ira  Schildkraut,  a 
teacher  and  advisor  for  the  school  paper,  is  relieved  of  his  duties  and  the 
mission  statement  of  the  paper  changed.  Mr.  Schildkraut  was  supposedly 
relived  for  performance  reasons  only,  but  the  previous  semester  the  paper 
ran  controversial  stories  concerning  a  teacher 's  improper  relations  with 
a  student,  a  gun  which  had  been  brought  to  school  and  other  stories  the 
school  administration  didn  't  like.  Now  instead  ofafalculty  advisor  and  a 
student  review  board,  the  paper  is  overseen  by  Lottie  Taylor-Northover, 
the  principal  of  the  school. 

Where  students  could  be  instilled  with  an  agile  sense  of  humor  and  firm 
grasp  of  satire.  Where  wit  was  acknowledged  as  a  balm  against  the  trou- 
blesome burdens  of  responsibility  they  faced,  representing  as  they  did  the 
future  of  this  heroic  country.

Although  there  is  no  shame  in 
being  diddled,  it  is  more  fun  to  be 
the  diddler.  Once  you  get  your 
mind  out  of  the  gutter,  you  can  take 
a  moment  to  ponder  this  advice  on 
writing  from  acclaimed  writer  Tom 
Monteleone. 

Monteleone,  writer  of  such  best- 
selling  novels  as  "The  Blood  of  the 
Lamb"  and  "The  Reckoning,"  as 
well  as  a  number  of  screenplays, 
was  in  the  area  recently  and  took 
time  out  to  give  a  fun  and  informa- 
tive talk  at  FSC's  M&M  Lounge. 

His  talk  was  entitled  "I'm  a 
Writer,  Not  an  Author,"  because  he 
writes  for  a  living  rather  than  spend 
his  life  working  on  'his  novel'  as  so 
many  so-called  authors  do. 

Monteleone,  who  has  spent  the 
last  25  years  "avoiding  a  grown-up 
job,"  covered  a  broad  range  of  top- 
ics in  his  talk;  from  stripping  books 
to  Hollywood  producers  stripping 
his  and  other  writers'  ideas.  Mon- 
teleone was  also  very  forthcoming 
with  advice,  he  urged  people  with  a 
passion  and  a  dream  to  never  give 
up  and  get  rid  of  the  people  who 
don't  share  in  their  dream. 

The  often  humorous  and  always 
entertaining  Monteleone  offered  a 
glimpse  into  the  three  questions 
overasked  of  every  author.  "Have 
you  had  anything  published," 
because,  as  Monteleone  points  out, 
"most  people  who  say  they're  writ- 
ers are  full  of  jack." 

Secondly,  "Do  you  use  your  real 
name,"  because,  he  says,  they've 
never  heard  of  you.  The  answer  to 
this  question  is  "No,  I  write  under 
the  name  John  Grisham." 

The  final  question  is  the 
inevitable,  "Where  do  you  get  your 
ideas?"  Monteleone 's  amusing 
answer:  "I  subscribe  to  this  idea  ser- 
vice and  for  $12.95  they  send  you 
10  ideas  a  month." 

However,  he  says  the  real  answer 
is  that  we  "get  our  ideas  from  being 
alive being  curious,  being  inter- 
ested.   To  be  interesting,  you  have 


to  be  interested." 

Monteleone  also  offered  a  great 
deal  of  other  more  serious  advice 
about  the  publishing  business,  say- 
ing: "It's  a  real  crapshoot."  , 
He  was  also  quick  to  remind 
everyone  that  being  rejected  is  a 
part  of  life,  especially  in  the  pub- 
lishing industry.  "[Rejection]  is  a 
part  of  what  you  do,"  adding  that  he 
received  at  least  200  rejection  slips 
before  he  was  first  published  and 
has  each  one  to  this  day. 

Monteleone 's  insight  wasn't 
restricted  to  publishing,  as  he  also 
related  a  great  deal  of  information 
about  the  television  and  film  indus- 
try, vividly  explaining  how  so  many 
bad  films  and  TV  shows  get  made 
with  some  very  amusing  anecdotes. 
And  the  mantra  in  Hollywood 
according  to  Monteleone  is 
"Nobody'll  notice." 

Monteleone 's  talk  was  an 
extremely  amusing  and  entertaining 
insight  into  the  world  of  a  writer, 
but  not  one  of  an  author.

Well,  we've  clawed,  scratched 
and  bit  our  way  through  another 
semester.  Just  a  little  closer  to  that 
elusive  goal  we  all  covet  so  much 
while  watching  pour  friends  take  the 
walk.  And  for  the 
rest  of  us  poor 
hounds  that  have  % 
to  slouch  through 
more  of  the  same, 
take  heart,  the 
Dawg  has  been  at 
it  for  a  while  him- 
self. Let's  just  say 
I'm  on  the  seven 
year  program,  it 
gives  me  more 
time  to  ride. 

A  lot  of  you 
have  been  writing 
asking  why  I  do 
this  and  how  can 
anyone  be  so 
strange  as  to  live 
to  ride.  Some 
might  say  I  have 
no  life.  Not  true, 
not  true.  I  can  say 
that  I  have  found 
a  great  inner 
strength  and 

peace  through 
bicycling  and  you 
can  too.  Maybe 
there's  something 
about  a  solid 
bicycle;  its  shape, 
its  purpose. 

Someone  much 
wiser  than  me 
said  that  the  bicy- 
cle is  the  perfect 
machine.  After  reading  this  article,  I 
think  you'll  agree. 

Did  you  know  that  your  average 
bicycle  can  support  10  times  its 
weight,  a  capacity  no  car,  airplane 
or  bridge  can  match?  Furthermore,  a 
bicycle  courier  weighs  6  times  more 
than  their  vehicle  and  needs  no 
brakes.  A  delivery  car  weighs  20 


times  more  than  its  driver  and  load, 
and  needs  brakes. 

Here's  a  few  for  OPEC;  a  human 
on  a  bike  is  15  times  as  efficient  as 
a  horse,  and  eats  a  lot  less.  OK  you 
physics  majors,  a 
bicycle  utilizes 
98.6%  of  the  ener- 
gy exerted  upon 
it.  Compare 

caloric  power  to 
gasoline  power. 
How  much  energy 
does  this  take?  A 
1 80  lb.  person  rid- 
ing 20  mph  gets 
the  equivalent  of 
940  mpg. 

In  China,  fuel 
is  very  expensive 
so  48%  of  all  trips 
are  made  on  a 
bike,  most  with 
only  one  gear! 
Less  than  1%  of 
all  trips  in  the 
USA  are  on  a 
bike,  how  many 
gears  you  got, 
Huffy  boy?  Must 
be  the  roads.  But  a 
bicycle  is  still 
I  faster  and  more 
I  efficient  than  any 
J  bus,  car  or  sub- 
way for  a  trip 
under  four  miles. 
Now  a  little 
history  lesson;  in 
1896  more  than 
600  American 
companies  made 
bikes,  we  were  the  cycling  capital  of 
the  world.  Bicycling  was  so  popular 
that  the  US  Patent  Office  had  2  divi- 
sions, one  for  bicycles  and  compo- 
nents and  one  for  everything  else. 
The  wide  spread  use  of  internal 
combustion  engines  began  in  1898. 
The  first  vehicle  invented  was 
called  a  moto-cycle  and  it  was  used 


to  pace  bicycle  races.  See  what  we 
started.  Who'd  a  thunk  it?  It's  been 
all  down  hill  ever  since. 

Overseas,  20  million  people  in 
France  own  bikes  compared  to  1 00 
million  in  the  US,  yet  the  French 
make  10  times  as  many  bike  trips  a 
year.  Must  be  the  wine.  But  China, 
not  France,  is  the  cycling  capital  of 
the  world  with  over  450  million 
strong.  Must  be  the  government. 
The  US  matches  those  numbers 
only  in  terms  of  people  per  bike,  2.6 
per  two  wheeler.  And  some  people 
think  China  is  backward. 

Here's  something  that  pertains  to 
all  students.  Less  than  2%  of  all  US 
kids  ride  to  school.  It's  too  danger- 
ous, or  they  are  too  lazy,  I  guess. 
Not  so  in  Denmark.  There  the  gov- 
ernment passed  laws  forcing  cities 
to  plan  for  and  make  safe  routes  for 
cyclists  and  more  than  60%  of  all 
students  ride  to  school  daily.  We 
should  be  so  lucky.  Take  note,  any 
of  you  future  urban  planners  from 
FSC. 

Finally,  from  the  SoCal  scene  of 
fruits  and  nuts,  14,500  out  of  1 8,000 
University  of  California  at  Santa 
Barbara  students  ride  to  school 
every  day  and  you  think  the  car 
parking  lots  are  full?  They  have 


shuttle  buses  to  their  bike  parking 
lots!  And  you  think  we  got  it  bad  at 
FSC.  If  I  can  help  it,  we'll  have 
some  new  bike  racks  around  cam- 
pus come  spring,  lets  use  em.  I'm 
asking  Santa  to  help. 

Now  that  your  bicycle  trivia  les- 
son is  complete,  it's  time  to  go  out 
and  spread  the  word.  Try  it,  you'll 
like  it!  Get  out  and  ride,  join  an 
advocacy  group,  do  trail  mainte- 
nance, get  involved.  You  meet  the 
nicest  people  on  a  bike,  really.  If 
you  need  motivation,  check  out 
some  bicycling  magazines  and  their 
web  sites  and  links.  A  really  cool 
site  is  from  a  small  magazine  called 
Dirt  Rag,  (dirtragmag.com)  and  my 
personal  favorite,  The  Ride 
/RideZine.com).  They  are  both 
local  and  have  just  the  right  mix  of 
art,  text  and  info  to  keep  anyone 
busy  for  a  while.  In  the  coming 
months  I'll  be  here  to  give  all  the 
info  you  want  and  need  to  get  into 
cycling  and  its  benefits,  so  stick 
with  the  Dawg,  I  won't  let  you 
down.  Keep  those  e-mails  and  let- 
ters coming.  Remember,  ride  safe 
and  often.

This  week's  web  installment  covers  customizing  your  desktop.  Part 
of  the  fun  of  having  a  computer  is  customizing  it;  making  it  your  personal 
hich-tech  lowrider.  You  can  change  your  computer's  backgrounds,  icons, 
screen  savers,  and  other  features  to  suit  your  personality.  These  next  two 
sites  offer  downloads  that  will  personalize  your  desktop  even  more. 

At  www.hotbar.com  you  can  download  a  toolbar  addition  for  your 
web  browser.  Once  the  Hotbar  is  installed  you  can  browse  through  an  ever 
growing  library  of  over  45,000  skins.  These  skins  are  graphic  images  that 
are  backgrounds  to  your  web  browser's  toolbar.  Instead  of  having  a  bland 
single  color  background,  you  can  replace  it  with  the  pyramids  of  Egypt,  a 
wild  cheetah,  an  attractive  model,  or  with  a  few  easy  steps,  one  of  your  own 
images  can  be  converted  into  a  skin. 

Changing  skins  is  as  simple  as  pie.  At  the.  Hotbar  site  skins  take 
only  seconds  to  download  and  load  onto  your  toolbar.  You're  desktop  will 
never  have  to  be  boring  again.  A  fresh  new  skin  is  easily  available  and  the 
old  ones  are  filed  away  into  your  own  personal  library  for  easy  retrieval  at 
a  later  date,  should  you  choose  to  reuse  a  favorite  skin  from  the  past. 

Finding  a  specific  new  skin  can  be  somewhat  of  a  challenge.  Cur- 
rently all  the  skins  are  categorized  into  various  topics  and  sub-topics,  but  if 
you  are  looking  for  something  specific  it  could  take  awhile  to  do  so,  and 
with  no  guarantee  that  it  even  exists.  A  search  function  would  be  very  help- 
ful. However,  a  simple  inquiry  on  any  search  engine  will  present  you  with 
a  number  of  sites  that  offer  their  own  personal  skins. 

I  use  AOL  Instant  messenger  (AIM),  all  the  time  to  chat  with  my 
friends  and  family.  A  little  known  feature  of  AIM  allows  you  to  personal- 
ize your  conversations  with  buddy  icons.  These  icons  are  small  graphics 
that  sit  in  the  corner  of  your  chat  window.  Under  the  preferences  menu 
AOL  provides  you  with  a  number  of  icons  available  for  you  to  select.  How- 
ever, at  www.aimphuck.com  you  can  find  icons  that,  well  I'll  put  it  this 
way,  are  a  little  less  cutesy  than  the  ones  that  AOL  has. 

This  site  is  a  parody  of  the  familiar  orange  man  that  AOL  has  used 
to  represent  it's  instant  messaging  service.  He's  found  in  some  pretty 
unique  situations  and  costumes.  You  can  find  him  being  abducted  by  aliens, 
dressed  up  as  a  Smurf,  Al  Gore,  and  many,  many  others.  Don't  be  surprised 
if  our  little  friend  has  found  another  friend  to  play  around  with.  I'll  let  you 
use  your  imagination  with  that  one.  Some,  (not  all)  of  the  icons  that  are 
available  to  download  are  adult  in  nature,  but  all  of  them  are  good  for  a 
laugh  or  two.  There  are  also  other  links  on  the  site  to  AIM  away  messages 
and  other  things,  but  those  are  still  under  construction.

Let's  get  the  obvious  out  of  the  way:  This  is  not  just  about  money  (as 
some  of  the  more  cynical  people  will  think).  This  is  as  close  as  you  get  to 
what's  right  and  what's  wrong.  Metallica  have  always  been  in  favor  of  giv- 
ing the  fans  as  much  access  as  possible  to  our  music.  This  includes  taping 
sections  at  our  concerts,  and  streaming  our  music  via  our  website.  And 
while  we  certainly  revere  our  fans  for  their  continued  support  and  desire  for 
our  music,  we  must  stress  that  the  open  trading  of  any  copyrighted  materi- 
al is,  in  effect,  the  looting  of  our  art.  And  that  is  something  that  no  artist 
can,  in  their  right  mind,  condone.  We  are  in  the  business  of  art.  This  is  a 
walking  contradiction  if  ever  there  was  one.  However,  there  is  no  denying 
it.  On  the  artistic  side,  Metallica  create  music  for  ourselves  first  and  our 
audience  second.  With  each  project,  we  go  through  a  grueling  creative 
process  to  achieve  music  that  we  feel  is  representative  of  Metallica  at  that 
very  moment  in  our  lives. 

We  take  our  craft  -whether  it  be  the  music,  the  lyrics,  or  the  photos  and 
artwork-  very  seriously,  as  do  most  artists.  It  is  therefore  sickening  to  know 
that  our  art  is  being  traded,  sometimes  with  an  audio  quality  that  has  been 
severely  compromised,  like  a  commodity  rather  than  the  art  that  it  is.  From 
a  business  standpoint,  this  is  about  piracy-  a/k/a  taking  something  that 
doesn't  belong  to  you;  and  that  is  moral ly  and  legally  wrong.  The  trading 
of  such  information  -whether  it's  music,  videos,  photos,  or  whatever-  is,  in 
effect,  trafficking  in  stolen  goods.  Back  to  the  obvious:  Very  successful 
recording  artists  are  compensated  extremely  well  for  what  they  do.  For 
every  Metallica,  however,  there  are  an  endless  number  of  bands  who  rely 
on  what  ever  they  can  get  in  royalties  to  survive.  And  while  we  all  like  to 
take  shots  at  the  big,  bad  record  companies,  they  have  always  reinvested 
profits  towards  exposing  new  bands  to  the  public  (although  sometimes  not 
the  RIGHT  bands). 

Without  this  exposure,  many  fans  would  never  have  the  opportunity  to 
learn  about  tomorrow's  bands  today.  Napster  and  other  such  sites  were 
obviously  not  conceived  to  lose  money.  They,  like  the  labels,  must  make 
money  or  they're  out  of  business.  And  whatever  money  they  are  generating 
from  their  site  is  dirty  money.  It's  being  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  artist 
and  the  record  labels  and  put  into  the  hands  of  another  corporation.

their  parents  did  not  remove  them  from  the  school  "voluntarily.  ") 

Where  the  ability  of  a  free  and  creative  young  mind  to  instill  fictional 
works  with  slices  of  real  life,  akin  to  the  recent  biography  of  Reagan,  was 
taught  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  this  illustrious  land.  Where  these  same 
precocious  tykes  could  be  taught  one  of  the  more  valuable  lessons  of  his- 
tory: that  the  line  between  fact  and  fancy  can  be  crossed  for  the  purposes  of 
entertainment  as  is  done  in  "live"  broadcasts  on  the  nightly  news. 
Ponder,  TX  -  Following  the  instructions  of  his  teacher  to  write  a  scary 
story,  a  13  year-  old  student  at  the  local  high  school  responds  with  an 
obviously  tongue-in-cheek  story  which  includes  the  shooting  of  some  real 
people.  School  administrators  see  a  threat  in  the  silly  tale  and  have  the 
hoy  arrested  and  jailed  for  six  days.

That  no  authority  has  the  right  to  impose  unwieldy  and  unjust  sentences  for 
actions  that  may  not  even  be  criminal.  Where  we  were  taught  that  under- 
standing and  tolerant  administrators  would  be  sure  to  examine  every  side  of 
an  issue  before  rendering  a  judgement.  And  that  these  same  administrators 
would  not  let  public  paranoia  influence  what  they  did,  nor  hold  a  single  stu- 
dent out  as  an  example  for  the  rest. 

Hoggard,  NC  -  High  school  student,  Joshua  Mortimer,  reflecting  the  mil- 
lennial anxiety  of  the  year  2000,  types  the  phrase  "The  End  is  Near"  as 
a  screen  saver  on  his  classroom  computer.  Another  student  sees  the  mes- 
sage and  reports  it  to  school  officials  as  a  threat.

Where  we  learned  we  have  the  freedom  to  question  the  validity  of 
actions  taken  by  those  in  authority  and  be  able  to  enjoy  free  access  to  the 
media  both  as  recipient  or  participant. 

Allen,  TX  -  In  the  wake  of  Columbine  and  Littleton,  the  local  high  school 
establishes  draconian  new  policies.  Some  of  these  policies  include  a  ban 
on  trenchcoats,  mental  health  screening  for  students  choosing  to  wear 
black  or  other  "unorthodox"  clothing  and  an  across  the  board  prohibi- 
tion of  even  mentioning,  let  alone  discussing,  the  killings.  Ten  students 
wear  black  armbands  to  school  to  silently  protest  the  new  measures.  For 
their  pains,  they  are  suspended.  They  are  also  warned  that  if  they  ever 
want  their  records  clear,  they  will  not  speak  to  the  news  media. 

Yes,  high  school  is  the  place  where  we  are  instructed  on  how  to  be  good 
citizens,  obey  the  laws  of  the  country.  Where  we  were  first  shown  to  shirk 
our  responsibilities  in  ways  which  we  will  not  get  caught.  Where  we  were 
taught  what  it  means  to  be  an  American;  that  the  values  and  freedom  upon 
which  this  great  country  were  founded  still  stand  for  something.  Where 
every  boy  and  girl  was  shaped  into  the  men  and  women  they  were  to 
become.  Where  the  children  of  this  great  land  were  given  firm  examples  of 
what  the  founding  fathers  meant  by  individual  liberty.  Where  youth  were 
shown  tolerance  for  difference  and  openness  to  new  ideas.  To  respect  the 
beliefs  of  others  and  to  accept  others  as  they  are  no  matter  what  they  may 
be.  Where  young  people  were  taught  that  this  is  the  land  where  everyone 
has  the  right  to  be  happy,  so  long  as  they  don't  step  out  of  line.  Thank  good- 
ness nothing's  changed.

Falcons  led  46-36  with  14:23  remaining  in  the  game.

The  Fitchburg  State  Falcons  ice 
hockey  team  dominated  Nichols 
College  of  Dudley,  Massachusetts, 
last  Thursday,  January  25,  at  the 
Wallace  Civic  Center  with  a  6-1 
blowout  of  the  Bisons. 

Senior  forward  Mike  Dubey 
opened  up  the  scoring  with  a  shot 
that  flew  past  the  right  shoulder  of 
Nichols  sophomare  goaltender 
Adam  Gray.  It  was  Dubey 's  fifth 
goal  of  the  season  and  was  scored 
just  6:01  into  the  game.  The  goal 
was  assisted  by  John  Whittemore 
and  Lee  Hamilton. 

With  the  Falcons  in  the  midst  of 
a  Power  Play,  Bob  Rumley  took  a 
shot  from  the  blue-line  that  edged  its 
way  past  the  right  leg  of  Adam 
Gray.  John  Gambale  and  Greg 
Horan  were  credited  with  the 
assists,  with  the  goal  coming  at 
12:38. 

Nichols  would  get  their  only  goal 
of  the  game  with  3:30  remaining  in 
the  first  period  as  Dave  Foley, 
senior  center,  muscled  a  shot 
through  the  legs  of  Jason  Holt,  the 
goalie  for  the  Falcons.  Foley's  goal 
was  assisted  by  T.J.  Ryan. 

The  Falcons  went  into  the  locker 
room  during  the  first  intermission 
with  a  2-1  lead. 

Andrew  Phillips,  a  freshman  for- 
ward, scored  6:08  into  the  second 
period  with  a  shot  past  the  right  arm 
of  Gray.  Shane  Coleman  picked  up 
an  assist,  and  Horan  picked  up  his 
second  assist  of  the  night. 

Halfway  through  the  second  peri- 
od, the  Falcons  were  dominating  the 
Bisons,  taking  shot  after  shot  at  the 
net,  and  all  the  work  paid  off  when 
Rumley  picked  up  a  rebound  and 
snuck  it  past  Gray  for  the  goal  at 
9:07.  Brian  Geever  and  captain 
Tony  Cinquegrano  with  the  assists. 
With  the  4-1  lead,  the  Falcons 
were  feeling  pretty  good  while  the 
Bisons'  frustrations  were  rapidly 
increasing. 

After  the  Bisons'  Mark  Leahy 


was  called  for  hooking,  Dubey  cap-  ' 
italized  on  the  power  play  with  his 
second  power  play  goal  of  the  game 
at  7:08,  giving  Fitchburg  a  very 
comfortable  5-1  lead.  Gambale  and 
Cinquegrano  both  picked  up  assists 
on  the  play.  Nichols'  Dave  Abramo, 
a  freshman  defenseman,  then  took 
his  frustrations  out  on  Rumley  by 
taking  a  cheap  shot  at  him  as  he  cel- 
ebrated with  his  teammates. 
Abramo  was  penalized  for  two  min- 
utes for  cross-checking. 

Bobby  Frizzell,  a  senior  center 
for  Nichols,  lost  his  temper  a  couple 
minutes  later  and  went  after  Rumley 
and  Horan  behind  the  Bisons  net. 
He  was  sent  to  the  penalty  box  for 
four  minutes  for  slashing  and  hook- 
ing. 

The  second  period  ended  with  a 
5-1  score,  however,  the  physical  and 
rough-neck  hockey  wasn't  over. 

Just  2:53  into  the  third  period, 
Nichols'  Vinny  Bertolino  was 
penalized  for  roughing,  as  was  Fal- 
cons' defenseman  Chris  Sawyer 
minutes  later. 

Freshman  defenseman  Mike 
Savastano  scored  the  final  goal  of 
the  game,  as  well  as  the  first  in  his 
young  career.  Horan  and  Coleman 
were  credited  with  the  assists. 

The  stars  of  the  game  were  Mike 
Dubey  (2  goals),  Bob  Rumley 
(2  goals),  and  John  Gambale  (2 
assists). 

With  the  win,  Fitchburg  State 
improves  to  7-9-2  on  the  year,  6-4-1 
in  the  conference.  They  are  tied  with 
U-Mass  Dartmouth  for  fifth  in  the 
ECAC  Northeast. 

With  the  loss,  Nichols  is  2-13-0 
this  season,  1-9-0  in  the  division, 
and  is  ahead  of  only  Curry  College 
(0-11-0)  in  the  ECAC  Northeast 
division. 

This  week,  the  Falcons  will  play 
host  to  Tufts  on  Saturday,  February 
3,  at  the  Wallace  Civic  Center.  The 
puck  is  set  to  drop  at  4  p.m.  Tufts  is 
10-3-0  this  year,  8-1-0  in  the  divi- 
sion. The  Falcons  defeated  Tufts  last 
year  on  the  road,  4-1 .
